Thisg ente^risei 
have biifi irting every effort to isifove on-thi'-job trainingi flii iffiotivi^ 
niii of such training ii widily ricogniied in Japin, 

for the KOfkers in genifili the Hinistry of Labour and prefectyral governfflenti 
run public vocational training cintfii whieh efftr varioui coursis to providt 
voqaeional taowlidge and ikills it all livils, ^3 of lITii 234 ,900 Wifi 
ifirdllid in 415 public training ointrii. 

Outiidi of thi fofflil tdycatign lyitai, thiri aft iducaiional instllutloni 
ealiid '*aiiaillaneous lehooli" which offer couriis for vocational tfaininf 
ii wfU i§ priciieal knowledge and sliilli. These eeursii cover a wide 



viriety of lubjeofcij The ^uriii foi: national training ineludi radie-'TV 
appiratui, cMlrcif typewriting, bookkiipingf beauty pari and nurilng. 
Ffieticil courses ineludi foriign iafiguage eonveriation, iBuiic, flowir-arran- 
ging, drtisMking, The riquifisint for admiiiion to i^it of thi cQuriei ii 
eoBpletion of lower Sicondiry ichooling or upper liegndary lohooiing. The 
duration of thi eouFSis variii, h ihort eoursi lasts for thrie monthsi Thi 
typical liiigth is a year or lengir. 

In liUt a law was preniulgatid to criatij out of ffiisgellanioui schools a 
m eitigory of idueationil institutioni oiilid ''ipieial training ioh^U" 
which satisfiid the preicribed level and leali of lysteiBatio initruetien^.

Pangea in fiBiily life, specifically, the prevalence of the ''nucliar faffiily'' 
and thi uie of tiie^saving divicis^ have reduced dofflestic ehqrei and stiiulited 
the desire of houiewivas to itydy and work ifttr having cosplotid child 
rearing.

8, Better Life for the Aged 

In 1979 thi ratio of the igi group OVir M to the whsli population wii 8.91 
and it is istiniited that it will incmie up to lIJi by ioro, Efforti are 
biing fflidi to prepafe far the ageing SQciety by means of finding suitabli 
jobs for thi aged who can work, ind iniproving ^hi piniien syitini and the 
ffiidical service syitgnt 

In the area sf iduit educitisn, eouriis for thg agid are orginiiid for theni 
te inefiaii mutual undirstandinf between pnirations, to understand the 
chingis of the iociityi to study iiblral arts, to miintain and proniqte health,

cniireeBi theso old people become lecturer p of vafious clasiei aeedrding to 
their talpnts and abUitiGB, In cliiles for childrgni the aged teaeh children 
how to ioike traditional toys from md, bimboo and paper. In diiiii for 
wQiJinn the aged teach how to prepare tfiditionll diihii, In 1978, 178 local 
boards of education orqaniied theie prsgrami and 1,400 old people hmm 
lecturers^ 



7, Rdlg of the Hiniitry gf Edueatloni Science and Culture 

In order to \ rmt^ adult edusatienj three factors ife needed, nafnely 
facilitiis, ^.j^ecialistB and leaders and educational aetivitiii. 

a. As for facilitic:;], thfi Ministry of Edueition, Science and Culture 
has set up the .standards for eitablishing and operating eitiienM* 
public halls, libraries and muieuini, By granting subiidits the 
Miniitry gncourafis the local govemnients to establish thiie facilitiis, 
In l?79i 409 eitiiens' hlUi were build by the niunicipilities and 

49 libraries and 11 cnuseps by prifeotural and fflunieipil ggvernnienti, 
In the fact of great niedi for these ficilitiei, iany local gove-rnnienti 
are planning to increaie tho nuinber sf and improve the quality of fuch 
facilities. 

b, As for specialigtR and leaders^ the Hiniitry regulatei thi quaUficitlons 
of key personnoi m adult edacation by law. The Social Eiducation Law 
stipulitis basic requireiinti for social education officers, who ire 
iisigned in local boardg of education to givi advice and guidance to 
thosi who are engigid in iocial education. According to thi Social 
Education Law, boardi of educatien Qf prifiCtures, cities, towns and 
villagei are rgquirid to have iocial education otficirs* In 1978, 

there wen ^scial education officers. Out of thiie, lOlO wiri 
officeri dekgated to niunieipal boirdi of iducation by prificturil 
boafdi reciiviiig iubgidies frofii the Ministry of Education, ieiince and 
Culturii 

The qualifications inr librariani are regulated by the Library Law 
and those of ffluiep staffi by ttie Muiiisn Law, Thiii gualificitions 
can be obtained by the csmplitien of the purses in univiriitiei. 
Thiii cin also be obtained by conipletion of the spicial tnining 
doursis, (In the ease of inuiiuin staffs thii ii doni by pasiing the 
nitional ixamination, j 

fo inhance the quality of parionnil ingiged in adult iducltion, local 
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bodfdi of education ofgiiiisB Qn^the-job mimq mmri-. They aUs 
gffir training mtm for ^lunteer leaderi of iduU education.

Theri is also an organisatioh of the pirty central 
oomnittee to eliininati iUiteracy and coipleiiieiitary education at the nationil 
level; in which thi President of Ehe Lao Piople's Diniocratic Hepublic is 
the leader; the Ministif o!

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Tiiu iiUt Literacy C^iipdWn was Uunehed in 1965 in ticcordlnce with the pplicy 
sf Chi iurnia ^oci'iliit Proqrani Party, Sinci thin^ Viarly campaigns have been 
liunchfd with incrcaiing partiqipatisn sf the mm^, iy 19??, the Literacy 
CaiBpaign had started Qperitians in 11 townihipii ind the achievgnients obtainid 
Wfifi Pny and eopendahlo, In the 1978 April prqrijiip the TOnent iprod 
to ill the iEatis ind Divisions of the eQuntr/j and a total of 14 townshipi, 
one from each State or Division, participitgd in the work. 

Aflionq thofe 14 tQ^^n^hipB, 10 iehiivid total lucceii in that they nianiged to 
wipe out f:QiiiplettIy illiteraey in their arey in juit about one year's 
tiiii^. PriVisuily, it wii plmnid to extend the Literaey C^paign to only 
one CQWnlhip in each of the fourteen Stitei and Diviiioni every year*

Thi contents of training prog™ consist of geniral theory and practioi, with 
its methods origntid toward ixpiriintial learning* The traditional ifflpirting 
of knowiedgi is ilinost ruled out, But details of prsgrai content vary depend^ 
ing on the target population, At thi initial stagi of SaiiBaul Moviiiiin^/ the 
iducational progr^ was priiaflly concerned with thi prodyction of cBH^unity 
liadershipi It has expanded its scopi of target audienoes to involve the 
iniisis of the people in rural arias * with the coniiquent inclusion of productivi 
skills as an essential coRiponent of the training profrafii.

It 
Mkei it a ruli to introduce it in the contixt of skill training prograj^s as a 
notiviting factor, The duration of residential training ii usually two weeks.

of to ifitiin iiny childrfn in thi ichssigj and thi niid ts diViiop piopli 
as pirticipanti as wgll ai ffcipiinti in deVilopniint, 

in pirticular, adult edueatipn ii oiUid upon to ridyei ind ridriii iniquil- 
itiis in iQciity^ to rduci the gap bitwien thi ruril argai and the cities, 
the havii And the hiVi-^neti* tiKint| into aeeount ispieiilly thi niidi of 
diffirint diiadvantagid and isipovqriihgd froupi. 

If it ii ts ffliit thiii chillengii, iduli itotion must dmlep viabli prog- 
riffli to ffiiit thi biiic liarning netds of thi ffliiiii, iMking availabla ikilU 
and knowlidge which in^le peopli to bicsp active partniri in diviiopininti 
and hslp p€^li through lifilong liirning opportunitiis to influinci thi 
ihipi of thi futuri and tP i^rove thiir direuiitineii in a rapidly changing 
world.

L Granted that adult idyeation and dtvelopffiint have been found to bi 
intirlinkid, that developnient ietivities ire giving increiiing iipprtange 
to the human iliinint in thi dgyilgpfBiht proeiiSj and that idult education 
ii ricognized is I major hulnin rgeoufci divelopinint activity, thire li itill 
liek of data and studiep which demstrate h^ adult idugition can play a 
difict and effective fple in dovilDpnient, It is thefefflfQ r?cei?iiipndid that 
jfisre itudiei and resiarch on adult education i divglopient^ and the f eduction 
of poVifty bi promotid in the Hiribir itatei and by intirnational/ intir- 
gsverffientdL and voluntary organizations. 

2. In each Mete atite, the role of adult education for rural devilop- 
Hiint and urban/industrial devalopitient should b€ cliarly spillid outi and 
ciiar paiiciii fgrfflulatid to laaki adult aduQatien a part and parcel ef all 
divilopitiint activitiis within iocio^iconoiic pllns ind proqrunii 

L All diveloproint ndnistriij ihould alio ^ivi du8 iffipoftanci and 
nscirceg to adult education to sifport their developaent letivitiii, 

4. Adult iducation riguirei good Drganiiatiou at national and local 
levels, iipgcially for big, co^lex, national progriffls and elifaifn, Thirt 
inuit bi co-op§ration and co- ordination in planning and Iniple^ntitiQn Piong 
differint agenciei carrying out Idult iducation, and with other divalepfliint 
agincies, to avoid both duplication and gaps. Co^ofdinition QtaQhaniimi 
and pEOciiiii ihould bi Mdi cliir and iffgctivip National Councili aiy bi 
i iuitibli ffigani to foitir ce^epiration or co^Qrdinition in many cquntriii.
